Plentiful Rain 
Buoys Farmers' 
Hopes for Fall 


CHICAGO (AP) — Plentiful 
rain 
and cool weather have 
alleviated costly drought condi­ 
tions throughout the nation and 
buoyed farm ers’ hopes for the 
fall planting season. 
But, an Associated Press state- 
by-state survey showed today, 
for most of the rich summer 
crops, the rains came too late. 
Lack of moisture and parched 
soil caused an estimated $300- 
million damage to the normally 
bountiful crops of corn, soy­ 
beans, 
sorghum 
and 
wheat. 
Recent rains have aided fruit 
growers but livestock and dairy 
farm ers are hard hit by arid 
pastures and lack of livestock 
fodder for the winter. 
Some

are 
cutting 
corn for silage in an effort to 
alleviate 
the 
expected 
feed 
shortage. 
Despite 
low 
ground-water 
supplies and lack of adequate 
subsoil moisture, most farmers

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
head of the government building 
program 
says 
Republican 
charges that a suite of offices 
for President Johnson will add 
$2.65 million to the cost of a 
budding in Austin, Tex., are 
“filled with outright lies.” 
Bernard L. Boutin, head of 
the General Services Adminis­ 
tration, said original plans for 
the building called for quarters 
for Johnson as vice president. 
After the assassination of Presi­ 
dent John F. Kennedy, he said, 
the plans were revised. 
But, he says the office space 
being provided for Johnson as 
president will be comparable to 
offices of such officials as as­ 
sistant secretaries of govern­ 
ment departments —- less spa­ 
cious 
than 
those of Cabinet 
members. 
He told newsmen Wednesday 
that an assertion by F. Clifton 
White, director of the Citizens 
for 
Goldwater-Miller 
Commit­ 
tee, that the presidenial suite in 
the new federal building would 
cost $2 65 million “is absolutely 
an untruth.” 
White has said that the presi. 
dential offices would boost the 
cost of the building to $10 mil­ 
lion. 
Boutin, 
however, 
said 
the 
original bid for construction of 
the building was $7.55 million 
and 65 change orders including 
the presidential suite and some 
overtime, has increased the cost 
$503,920. 
Boutin also described as “ab­ 
solutely an untruth” allegations 
by White as to the splendor of 
the suite. Whie bad said it con­ 
tains a 10-foot fireplace, would 
be a memorial in marble and is 
being rushed to completion so 
Johnson could hold a victory 
celebration 
there 
on 
election 
night, Nov. 3. 
“The fireplace is four feet 
and H a there to see,” Boutin 
said. “The building is of con­ 
crete, not of marble.” 
And, he continued, the speed­ 
up in construction was author­ 
ized to make five floors availa­ 
ble quickly for the Austin office 
of the Internal Revenue Service. 
He said the IRS now occupies 
rented quarters on which the 
lease expires Dec. 31. He said if 
IRS doesn t move before the 
1965 tax filing period begins it 
probably couldn't move until 
next May. 
And 
asked about newsmen 
and photographers being barred 
from the building, he said it is 
general policy not to permit 
outsiders 
to 
enter 
buildings 
under construction.

CLEVELAND (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson flew out of Cleve­ 
land an hour behind schedule 
Thursday night arter demon­ 
strating tight security measures 
won’t keep him from saying 
“Hello to the folks.” 
Crowds estimated by police at 
up to 140,000 greeted the Presi­ 
dent on his six-hour visit—his 
second to Cleveland in four 
months — and he acted like a 
man who would like to have 
shaken hands with every indi­ 
vidual. 
He did touch hands and ex­ 
change a word with hundreds 
along a motorcade route from 
Burke Lakefront Airport to the 
Sheraton - Cleveland Hotel on 
Public Square. 
Police poking billy clubs had 
to rescue him when he was pin­ 
ned against the right front fend­ 
er of his limousine by a surg 
ing crowd he mingled with at 
the Eudid-East Ninth intersec 
tion. 
And it was here that he was 
hugged so tightly by a woman 
from the crowd that he had to 


tell her: “Lady, please let me 
go.” 
He climbed on the trunk of 
the limousine and made a brief 
speech to a pressing throng at 
the 
hotel 
entrance, 
thanking 
them for a Democratic victory 
in Ohio Nov. 3. 
It was a young crowd that 
surrounded his car at the hotel 
and it took all the brawn of a 
score of policemen and Secret 
Service agents to clear a 10- 
yard path to the hotel door. 
Three policemen were treated 
for minor injuries received try. 
ing to fend off the crowds. 
Time and again along the 
route of the motorcade the pres­ 
ident remonstrated with his pro­ 
tectors for pushing people away. 
“Let the folks get up here,” he 
called to them repeatedly as he 
stood on a step outside the open 
rear door of the limousine and 
stretched toward the outreached 
hands. 
U. S. Sen. Stephen M. Young 
introduced the President at the 
$100-a-plate dinner attended by 
about 2,700 in the $17.5 million 


convention center that opened 
last August. 
In his motorcade talks and in 
his hour-long address, Johnson 
made a strong pitch for Young, 
who is opposed for re-election by 
Congressman-at - large Robert 
Taft Jr. of Cincinnati. 
“I haven’t served with any 
man in the House or in the Sen­ 
ate that in my heart I believed 
worked for the average people 


more than Steve Young,” the 
President added generously to 
his prepared text fore and after 
and ad-libbed freely as he went 
along. 
“ Polls in Ohio show 65 per 
cent are for the Democratic can­ 
didates for president and vice 
president,” Johnson 
said. 
He 
urged that his audience keep 
this lead by turning out full 
force at the polls.

NEW YORK (AP) — Profit 
time is here again. And as 
many corporations start to re­ 
lease figures showing increased 
earnings 
in 
the 
past 
three 
months — most of the nation’s 
banks already have — some 
business executives are getting 
even more touchy about public 
and government reaction to the 
record highs. 
The administration has sug­ 
gested 
that 
industries 
with 
mounting profits might shave 
prices a little for the consum­ 
er’s benefit. So far very few 
have. And when prices are low­ 
ered ifs usually because 
of 
competitive pressures. 
Union leaders have pointed to 
improved earnings as a talking 
point for higher w’age scales and 
fringe benefits, claiming a larg­ 
er share of the earnings for 
labor. 
But business spokesmen are 
stressing that profits still aren’t 
high enough, that the record 
highs are decepive, and that 
industry must have still larger 
returns if it is to expand and 
create more jobs. 
The argument that the record 
earnings 
mislead 
the 
public 
goes this way: 
Rising 
profits 
reflect to 
a 
large extent the growing vol­ 


umes of production and sales. 
And these have been boosted by 
gains in employment and thus 
in total personal incomes and by 
the general spread of prosperity 
throughout the economy. The 
business 
leaders 
argue 
that 
everything else has climbed to a 
record, and profits are merely 
following suit . 
They go further and say that 
actually in relation to sales and 
capital investment, profits are 
lagging. 
For all U.S. corporations the 
after-tax return on net worth ii 
estimated at under 6 per cent, 
or about what it has been for 
the last four years, although 
over all business activity has 
increased notably. 
The ratio of profits to sales, 
called the profit margin, has 
firmed up this year. But busi­ 
nessmen insist it is still much 
too low compared with the early 
postwar years when 
business 
was making a larger return and 
using that for expansion. 
Business leaders contend that 
the chance to earn profits is the 
most effective incentive for in­ 
creased productivity and effi­ 
ciency. If profits are to be given 
a bad name, or even controlled 
by government, much of the in­ 
centive to produce better and 
more goes a-glimmering.

—“ Printer’s devil’’ is the com­ 
mon term for a press appren­ 
tice, but the title is never used 
at nearby Stanbrook 
Abbey. 
There gentle nuns work with ink 
and hot lead to produce some of 
the most beautiful books and 
broadsheets in Britain. 
Before printing was invented, 
the “scriptorium” of an Abbey 
was a busy place. There manu­ 
scripts were copied, for dis­ 
tribution 
mainly 
among 
the 
clergy. 
Now 
Standbrook’s 
presses 
form the scriptorium’s modern 
equivalent. Books of a religious 
nature are printed with pains­ 
taking 
care 
on 
handmade 
paper. Many are finished by 
hand illumination in gold and 
brightly colored inks. 
The abbey was founded in 
1625 and its printing history 
dates from 1876, when Brother 
Laurence Shepherd of die Order 
of Saint Benedict bought a small 
press and employed a local 
printer to teach him how to run 
it.

India's Menon 


Still Railing 


Against U.S. 


NEW DELHI, India (AP) — 
India’s first-ranking anti-Ameri­ 
can shadow boxer, V. K. Krish­ 
na Menon, is still in there 
twinging but only his most ar­ 
dent fans are attending 
his 
workouts these days. 
The haughty, 
sharp-tongued 
Menon has lost his once consid­ 
erable influence in government 
and now has difficulty arousing 
enthusiasm outside the leftist 
faction he represents in India 
politics. 
Menon’s speeches are report­ 
ed at length only in leftist news­ 
papers as he stumps the country 
warning against what he calls 
American diplomatic and eco­ 
nomic interference in India’s 
affairs. 
It is a far cry from the days 
when Menon represented India 
in the United Nations, was a 
close adviser of the late Prime 
Minister Nehru and could shake 
his walking stick at Western 
reporters at airports. 
Nevertheless, almost no In­ 
dian experts count him out. 
They see him possibly regaining 
some of his lost power if India’s 
middle-road government fails to 
measure up to its pressing chal 
longes and the disgruntled and 
discontented turn to the left for 
a remedy. 
That, in fact, may be Menon’s 
strategy. 
Though precessing support of 
Prime Minister Lai Bahadur 
Shastri’s 
government, 
Menon 
attacks Shastri’s methods 
of 
dealing with India’s food short­ 
ages and diplomatic problems. 
Menon’s greatest criticism is 
saved for the United States and 
its assistance to India. But with 
India clearly dependent on the 
$5.6-billion U.S. economic aid 
program and American wheat 
shipments, 
Menon 
is 
having 
difficulty in urging that India 
reject foreign assistance and 
get along somehow on its own. 
Menon also is losmg points 
because of a certain wildness 
that has developed in his swing. 
Two weeks ago, for example, 
Menon took the floor in Parlia­ 
ment to charge U.S. Ambassa­ 
dor Chester Bowles with acting 
“like a British (colonial) resi­ 
dent watching our activities.”

THE FIRST of the two pas­ 
sages assigned to today’s lesson. 
is the most autobiographical of 
Paul’s writings in his Pastoral 
Epistles. Though he had long 
since been forgiven, Paul could 
not forget his own cruel perse­ 
cution of the church of Christ. 
However, God’s great mercy at 
the time of his conversion serves 
to underscore his witness and 
glorification of the gospel. 
As he begins a detailed ex­ 
hortation to Timothy regarding 
his ministry, he speaks of his 
own personal call to the minis­ 
try. In this service he has found 
both destination and duty; and 
he has found Jesus Christ suf­ 
ficient for the work to which 
he has been divinely called. 
Now Paul gives us a flash­ 
back of the days before he knew 
the grace of God. He persecuted 
the church of Christ, not only 
in words, but in deeds of vio­ 
lence and outrage. In spite of 
this, Paul obtained mercy be­ 
cause his acts were those of 
ignorance, his conscience pure 


tive example for those who were 
yet to believe, then and in sub­ 
sequent centuries. 
Now Paul begins his definite 
instructions to Timothy, with a 
threefold exhortation to wage a 
good warfare, to hold fast faith, 
and to do all things according 
to a good conscience, emphasiz­ 
ing the need for hearkening to 
this exhortation by reminding 
him of the tragic consequences 
to two other church members 
who had fallen away. 
Additionally, 
prayers 
and 
thanks are to be given for all 
men, and the primary objects 
of these prayers should be kings 
and those in high places. Thus, 
by widening the scope of the 
prayers, the vision of the soul 
that prays becomes wider. And, 
if the prayers are sincere, the 
missionary work will spread, 
bringing more sinners to salva­ 
tion, all of which are good and 
acceptable in the sight of God.

The Red and B lack 
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Boys' State 
Said Valuable 
Experience

This past slummer I was very 
fortunate to receive the oppor­ 
tunity to attend the annual Buck­ 
eye Boys’ State. This was one 
of the most valuable experienc­ 
es I have ever had. 
Buckeye Boys State is design­ 
ed for civic-minded young men 
preparing to enter their senior 
year in high school. Most are 
hand-picked by their teachers, 
fellow s t u d e n t s, or the spon­ 
soring organization, w h i c h is 
in most cases an American Le­ 
gion post. This year there were 
1309 Boys’ Staters from nearly 
every high school in the state. 
Boys’ State is held at Ohio 
University in Athens with t h e 
boys living in the most modern 
dorm itories and being fed from 
the largest cafeteria on campus. 
The s e s s i o n lasts for ten 
days. During this tim e many Le- 
gionaires devote their time and 
energy in organizing and guid­ 
ing the entire operation. 
The 
counselors who stay the entire 
ten days with one group of boys 
are college students, most of 
w h o m 
have attended Boys 
State. 
The actual purpose of Boys’ 
State is not to teach, but to give 
experience to each participant 
in politics, government, and the 
other basic elements that make 
Am erica great. This is done by 
devoting the first three days en­ 
tirely to campaigning for every 
office n o r m a l l y filled on the 
state, county, or city level. Each 
boy c h o o s e s the office he 
wishes to run for and then must 
receive the various nominations 
and endorsements he needs to 
run for that particular office. 
Each boy belongs either to the 
National 
or 
Federalist party, 
this being decided by his reg­ 
istration number. 
The 
main 
thing 
about 
the 
whole operation is that it is run 
exactly as governments are run 
in real life, only much faster of 
course. 
After the election, the elected 
boys fill their respective offices 
and run them, as they w o u l d 
be run, for the next seven days. 
Those boys not elected find a 
job m some other manner, eith­ 
er by being appointed to some 
office or working m the state 
patrol or state bank. 
Naturally where there are 1,- 
300 boys together on one cam ­ 
pus, all is not work. There was 
a program each night with such 
speakers as C. William O’Neil, 
Governor Rhodes and J e r r y 
Lucas. All the 
athletic equip­ 
ment and facilities on campus 
were at the disposal of the Boys’ 
Staters. And, of course, 
with 
that many boys, if they did run 
out of interesting things to do, 
they always managed some way 
or another to amuse themselves’, 
much to the joy of the 250 gills 
on the other side of campus at­ 
tending a band clinic. 
The three things I found most 
rew arding from this experience, 
for my own personal beneiit, 
were lu st, the experience and 
education I received m the act­ 
ual working of this great socie­ 
ty of ours; second, the many, 
many friends I made and the 
good 
times 
we 
shared; 
and 
third, the experience of living on 
a college campus tor a prolong­ 
ed period, at least giving me an 
idea of what college life will be 
like. 
However, 
one 
m ain 
tiling 
stands out above even all this. 
That is that by lh mg, working, 
learning, and listening to this 
group ui young Americans, I am 
sure that my generation is as 
great if not greater than any oth­ 
er generation ever 
has 
been. 
ibis experience bas renewed my 
[aith rn the luture ut this coun­ 
try and cl our world. With the 
tv pc ol 
individuals 
attending 
buckeye Boys’ Stale, 1964, our 
country can never go under. We 
will select freedom and continue 
to “ secure the blessings of lib­ 
erty to ourselves and oui' pos­ 
terity.”

They go to obtain preparation 
for a career and to become bet­ 
ter prepared for life. Gaining 
friends, insuring higher income, 
s o cial prestige and acquiring 
more depth of understanding of 
life are part of the latter reason. 
Students should go to college 
if they have the capacity and 
desire 
to 
succeed. 
Students 
who can successfully complete 
the c o l l e g e prep curricul­ 
um in high school should have 
the capacity to s u c c e e d in 
some college. In addition, a de­ 
sire for and an appreciation of 
education; plus an ambition 
to improve, should e x i s t in 
each student. A willingness to 
compete 
aardemirally 
is 
a 
part of this attitude. 
Factors to consider in select­ 
ing a college include: size, cost, 
location, academ ic clim ate, en­ 
trance requirem ents, faculty and 
s t u d e n t body. Some of these 
factors are easily assessed while 
others depend mostly on o p i n- 
ion. Sources of information abut 
c o l l e g e s include publications 
s u c h as “ Lovejoy’* C o l l e g e 


Guide” , ‘‘American Universities 
and Colleges” , “ Toward College 
in Ohio” , and catalogs of specif­ 
ic colleges. Resource people in­ 
clude alumni of colleges, col­ 
lege admissions officers a n d 
high s c h o o l guidance counsel­ 
ors. A personal visit to the co I - 
lege is an invaluable part of de­ 
ciding where to apply. 
Investigation of colleges should 
begin by students no later than 
the junior year of high school. 
S i n c e there are over 2,000 de­ 
gree granting institutions in the 
United States, college c h o i c e 
should be a process of elim ina­ 
tion on the part of students.

Ancient Greeks 
Sprinted in Nude 


CHICAGO (AP) - A contest­ 
ant from the ancient Greek 
Olympic 
Games 
would 
be 
bowled over by the magnitude 
of the games starting in Tokyo 
Saturday, but that isn’t all— 
The uniforms would get him. 
When he clicked off the IOO 
meters everyone dressed the 
same — in the nude. 
The women in the contests 
and in the audience would be an 
inovation. 
In 
this day th e 
games were strictly boy stuff. 
He’d wonder about the train­ 
ers with their stop watches, 
•intmeat end rubs. The trainers 
of olden times recognized a poor 
performance 
by 
beating 
the 
performer with sticks. 
The cycling event would send 
him spinning. But what he’d do 
to that crowd in the chariot 
race. 
These and other differences 
and similarities between the 
modern and ancient Olympics 
were pointed up in a report this 
week from the American Classi­ 
cal League of Oxford, Ohio, 
made public in Chicago. 
The 
league 
president, 
Dr. 
John F. Latimer, classics pro­ 
fessor at George Washington 
University, said that while an 
ancient athlete would be over­ 
whelmed by some of the modern 
contests, he’d probably do pret 
ty well in the foot racing events 
because conditioning 
was

rigorous. 
“The more information the 
league compiled,” Dr. Latimer 
said, “the more we realized that 
not only is the original purpose 
of the Olympics retained — 
which is, to dramaticaly pro­ 
mote

development 
through 
competition 
— 
but 
much of the original format is 
still in use.” 
Classicists 
are 
especially 
interested in the modern games, 
he said, “because here is anoth­

North Korea and Indonesia have 
withdrawn, Ecuador won’t com­ 
pete because of an internal 
dispute, but the nearly 8,000 
athletes and 95 nations remain­ 
ing made these the biggest 
games of modern times. 
A single sentence by the em­ 
peror of 
Japan 
proclaiming 
opening of the 
Games 
will 
launch this vast international 
sports events. Active competi­ 
tion starts Sunday and 
ends 
Oct. 24. 
No city ever bas extended 
itself for the games as has 
Tokyo. Every civic improve­ 
ment of the past few years — 
super highways, monorail from 
the airport to the heart of town, 
great modern arenas, the 125- 
miles-per-hour 
express 
from 
Tokyo to Osaka — all have been 
tagged as Olympic, accounting 
for the $2-billion grand total. 
Although the Olympics are 
suposed to be contested entire 
ly on an individual basis, na 
tionaly rivalry is sure to assert 
itself. By any scoring system, 
Russia is expected to win ith a 
total of around 45 gold medals, 
followed by the United States 
with about 35, and Japan with 
15. 
The withdrawal of the 144- 
man North Korean team and 
the 134-man Indonesian team 
stemmed from a complicated 
dispute. 
In 
1962 
Indonesia 
staged the fourth Asian Games 
in Jakarta but banned Isreal 
and 
Nationalist 
China, 
both 
Asian Games Federation mem 
hers. 
In the ruckus that followed, 
the International Olympic Com 
mittee suspended Indonesia and 
the Indonesians retailiated by 
holding the first Games of the 
New Emerging Forces (GANE- 
FO) last year. The IO dater 
reinstated Indonesia 
but the 
International 
Swimming 
anc 
Track Federations baned from 


the Tokyo Olympics those ath­ 
letes who had competed in 
GANEFO. 
Although only a dozen or so on 
each team was affected, the 
entire squads were withdrawn. 
No athletes from either nation 
were expected to win much in 
the way of medals. 
The fervor of Tokyo for the 
games is beyond Western com­ 
prehension. The opening and 
closing ceremonies, 
and the 
swimming and track events are 
sellouts, with most other events 
dose to it. 
Although organizing commit­ 
tee officials deplore it, tickets 
on the black market for Satur­ 
day’s purely ceremonial event 
are going for anywhere from 
$100 to $500. There are reports
